William Gary, of Augusta, Died 
Yesterday Affernoon, 


After a Long and Brilliant Career 
the Distinguished Citizen of 
Georgia and South Carolina 
Receives Final Summons 
To His Eternal Home.

Augusta, Ga., May  5.—(Special.j— 
Judge William L. Gary died this after- 
noon at 5 o'clock after an illness of about 
one year’s ‘duration, the last four months 
of which he was confined to his. bed. 
While death hag been momentarily ex- 
pected for several days the announce- 


gustans, who loved and honored the gal- 
lant South Carolinan, whose adopted 
home was Georgia. There was no man 
in thig city or county better known or 
more ardently admired than Judge Gary. 
His humanity was of the broadest and 
most generous gauge and his manners 
those to wind and hold friendships. When 
elected to the superior court bench two 
years ago he was the embodiment of 
bluff, healthy manhood and his sixty odd 
years sat lightly on his broad shoulders, 
In appearance and action he was the 
typical South Carolina gentleman of the 
old school, brave ag a lion, courteous at 
all times and generous to a fault. He 
shirked no duty and his hand and heart 
were ever ready to extend aid or sympa- 
thy to those who needed it. His career 
on the bench was started in a most aus- 
picious manner. As a presiding officer 
he was dignified and firm, yet he always 
tampered justice with mercy. He went 
about ‘his labors in a most businesslike 
manner and overworked himSelf in clear- 
ing a congested docket. 


Hard. 

When he began to fail in health the 
lawyers themselves moved for an ad- 
journment, thinking the judge had work- 
ed too hard. He did not want to give 
up and had to be forced by his friends 
and family to take a recess. Rest did 
him no good. It was then he called in a 
physician, and it was discovered that a 
malignant cancer was gnawing at his 
stomach. This dread disease increased 
in intensity day by day until it resulted 
tn his death this afternoon. 

During the long illness Judge Gary sut- 
fered intense’ pain, but he never showed 
it by voice or action. His good nature 
and hopefulness never deserted him and 
when death came le thet it as he had of- 
ten done on sduthern battle flelde, and 
on the hills of South, Carolina, when he 
rode by the side of his brother, Mart 
Gary, in the desperate struggle for his 
| State's freedom, fearlessly and nobly. 

Sketch of Judge Gary. 

William T. Gary was born in Cokes- 
bury, Abbeville district, South Carolina. 
He was the son of Thomas R. Gary, who 
married Mary A. Porter. 

He was graduated from the South Car- 
Olina college in 186! and the same year 
entered the confederate army as first 
lieutenant of the South Carolina college 
cadets. Subsequently he was appointed 
on the staff of his brother in law, Gen- 
eral N. G. Evans, in which capacity he 
served in the Virginia campa'!gn until af- 
ter the battle of Sharpsburg, when he 
was transferred to the staff of his 
brother, General Martin W. Gary, and 
promoted to the rank of major, and 
served there until the close of the war. 

Returning to South Carolina after the 
war, he read law with his brother, Gen- 
eral ‘‘Mart’’ Gary, at Edgefield Court 
House; was admitted to the bar in 1866, 
and formed a partnership with him that 
continued until 1875, when. Major Gary 
removed from Edgefield to Augusta. 

Major Gary was an earnest and effec- 
tive speaker and made a strong advocate 
before a jury. He was leading counsel 
ifor the defendants in the famous Ham- 


| burg rict cases, when fifty-odd men were 
indicted for murder; also in the case of 
the Ellenton riot and the Edgefie!d lynch- 
ers, when thirty-three were under in- 
dictment for murder; also in the famous 
Jones murder case in South Carolina, 
who had killed three men in a single 
fight. All of these defendants were ac- 
quitted. 


Held Seat in Georgia House. 

Richmond county showed her apprecia- 
tion of her new citizen from Carolina by 
sending him to represent her in the 
Georgia legislature in 1882-83. 

In 1885 Major Gary married Miss 
Fannie Phinizy, daughter of Dr. Thomas 
B. Phinizy, and three sons and one 
daughter, together with their mother, 
survive the union. 

Under President Cleveland Major Gary 
was appointed United States district at- 
torney for the southern ...otrict, and 
made ar excellent record in the office 
in Judge Emory Speer’s court. 

In 1902, after a spirited campaign be- 
fore the people of the Augusta circuit 
with Irvin Alexander, Major Gary was 
elected judge of the superior court ur- 
der the new law providing for the selec- 
tion of judges by popular election. 

Judge Gary popularized himself on the 
bench, and made an excellent record as 
judge. He was being quietly but prom- 
inently considered as successor to Con- 
gressman T. W. Hardwick in-the tentb 
district. | 


Prominent Secret Order Man. 

Judge Gary was a Mason and Knight 
Templar, and wiil be buried with Masonic 
honors. 

Personally he was popular with men 
and women, a good conversationalist and 
reconteur, and cordial and affable in 
manner. Though his hair was white, his 
skin was ruddy, and he was active and 
vigorous up to the time of his last tu- 
ness. He was an enthusiaatic fox hunter, 
and rode to the hounds fSequently on the 
game preserves near Augusta, in the 
creation of which he was a leading spirit. 

The duties of the judge of the Augusta 
circult are Quite exacting, and Major 
Gary broke down un the strain of tne. 
frequent and continuous sessions of the 
court in the several counties. 

Hia malady proved to be cancer of the 
stomach, and though he made a brave 
- fight for life, he succumbed to the fata! 
disease after neariy three months’ !l)ness. 

Judge Gary's funeral will take place 
from his reaidence in Summerville Satur- 
day morning at 1! o’clock and the in-— 


terment will be in the city cemetery.

DEFEATED REGCIMFNTS 
MAY BE WIPED OUT. 


Wnder the old rules and traditions of 
the Russian army the second and third 
hatteries of the third artillery brigade 
and the third battery of the third bri- 
rade. which lost their guns at the hattle 
of Kin-Lien-Cheng, would be stricken 
from the army list forever. The names 
of batteries losing guns and those of reg- 
iments losing their colors or otherwise 
disgraced themselves formerly disappear- 
ed from the list. This was the case of 
the celebrated immortal Hussars fn 1825, 
which participated in the conspiracy 
against Emperor Nicholas. 

Only a few years ago the regulation 
was rescinded owing to a realization of 
the fact that it would work great injus- 
tice in the case of batteries and regi- 
ments forced by circumstances t6 sacri- 
fice themselves 4s was the case on Sun- 
day. No further official news has been 
received regarding the Russian loss, but 
General Kashtalinsky’s estimate of 2,000

RUSSIA BRACES HERSELF 

TO FIGHT FOR PORT ARTHUR. 

St. Petersburg, May 6 3:30 a. m.—With 
Vice Admiral Togo hovering in the im- 
meédiate vicinity~ of Port Arthur and 
transports loaded with. troops lying at 
Pitsewo, nortneast of that stronghold, 
Russia has braced herself for impending 
conflicts jith the foe, in which she will 
again play a defensive role, this time, it 
is hoped, with better success, and there- 
fore, with less sacrifice of life than in the 
engagements on the Yalu. 

The war commission sat until] 2 
o’¢Clock this morning, and at the close of 
the session it was announced that there 
was nothing to communicate. It is 
known, however, that the emperor has 
been informed of the presence of a Japan- 
ese fleet off the Iiao Shan promontory, 
and the appearance of transports re 
Pitsewo. 

The fact that the two events occurred 
simultaneously may have significance. If 
a landing should take place at Pitsewo, 
it is anticipated that Togo’s battleship 
squadron will bombard Port Arthur in 
order to prevent the garrison from send- 
ing reinforcements by railroad to. the 
troops opposing the Japanese there.

For the past several weeks the second 
congressional district has been the scens 
of some interesting political maneuvers, 
having in view the naming of two dele- 
gates from the district to the national 
convention, and, so it is rumored, bear- 
ing largely upon the matter of a possible 
contest for congress in the second dis- 
trict two years hence. :

FOR DOUBLE MURDER IN TENNESSEE 
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Three White Men Hanged at Winchester, Tenn., for the Murder of Simon Burcher and His Wife..

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HENRY JUDGE, 
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Henry ii Joe Delp and 
John Evans Pay Penalty 
on Scaffold 


ALL THREE WERE OROPPED 
FROM GALLOWS AT ONCE 


Murdered Simon Bucher and His 
Wife Last August—Each Man 
Made a Short Speech—All 
Died Without a 


Etruggle. 


Winchester, Tenn., May ‘5.—Henry 
Judge, Joe Delp and John Pwvans were 
hanged this miorning for the murder of 
Gimon Bucher and his wife last Au- 
gust. 

The trap was sprung at 5:48 and all 
three died without a struggle. The con- 


demned men exhibited the same indiffer- 
ence and stolidity that marked their 


conduct during the trials and walked. 


boldly and without assistance onto the 
ecaffold. Bach of them made a short 
speech in which they expressed their pre- 
paredness and said their only regret was 
to leave their wives and children. Xone 
of them made any reference to the deed 
for which they paid the penalty. 
Delf Left Long Statement. 

Delp prepared | a lengthy statement that 
was given out after his death. The doc- 
ument contains no new facts further 
than the declaration that Judge held out 
@s an additional inducement to the crime 
that the murder of old man Bucher and 
his wife by Delp would enabdie both of 
them to steal‘all the timber and any- 
thing else they wanted in the neighbdor- 
hood without restraint or fear of detec- 
tion. He laid the entire blame on Judge 
and gaid that if it had not been for 
Judge he would not have gotten into the 
trouble. 

Delp died immediately and without a 
etruggle. Judge was pronounced a corpse 
in nine minutes and Evans in tWenty- 
one. A-large crowd was expected and 
threats had been made to tear down the 
fence inclosing the scaffold in order that 
the execution Mfeht be made public. 
Sheriff Stewart was prepared for such 
an emergency, but set the execution for 


an early hourin order to prevent trouble. 
Ajbout one — witnessed the hang- 


ing. 
Histor} of their Crime. 

The crime for which this trio of white 
men paid the extreme penalty was the 
murder of Simon Bucher and his wife 
on the 5th of last August. 

It was Judge who conceived and planned 


the deed and his motive ig said to have 
been prompted by a desire to get rid of 
Bucher because he had the oversight 
On soOMe mountain lands upon which 
Judge wanted to have the timber. Judge 
employed Evans and Delp to do the mur- 
der. The conspirators reached the Buch- 
er home late in the afternoon and asked 
to be shown the garden. Bucher led 
the way and when a short distance from 
the house was shot in the back by Delp. 
Bucher dropped in his tracks 4nd was 


} found the next day. 


The assassins then returned to the 
house, where Evang shot Mrs. Bucher. 
Fire was then set to the house and the 
murderers left both victims for dead. 
The charred body of Mrs. Bucher was 
found next morning and upon further in- 
vestigation her husband was discovered 
in the garden-ncar by. Bucher wag con- 
scious, but paralyzed in the lower Hmbs, 
and his face was badly scorched. 

He lived long enough to make a dec- 
laration to a min'ster in which he told 
of the asSault by Evans and Delp,: who 
were shortly afterwards apprehended. 
They did not. betray the archconspirator, 
but confidential information led the sher- 
iff to suspect Judge and his arrest fol- 
lowed. 

Two Hanged at Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg, May, 5.—William L Hartley, 
white, and James Edward, a negro, -were 
hanged today in the Allegheny county 
jail yard. Both men showed nerve. They 
were hanged separately. While on the gale 
lows Edwards said to the deputy: 

“Put the rope on properly, boss, so It 
won't strangle me; tighten it up good and 
strong ’”’ 

Hartley asked that-he be not hanged 
with a, negro, as he feared his family 
would have to bear the disgrace of the 
public having the impression that he com- 
mitted crime with a negro. His reyjuest 
was granted by Sheriff Dickson, 

Hartley xilled Edgar Johnston in a 
barber shop on the south side on March 
28, 1903. The troible grew out of some 
remarks Johnston was alleged to have 
made about Hartley’s wife. ,

In addition to determining the date for 
the annual convention-the executive com- 
mittee during its sessien of yesterday 
directed that the literature of the Great- 
er Georgia Association be distributed at 
the Louisiana Pudchase Exposition, the 
association having contributed $1,000 for 
the Georgia exhibit at the fair. 

President Orr’s Report. 

Following is the annual report of Presi- 
dent,J. K. Orr, which is chiefly interest- 
ing because of the suggestion that the 
general assembly be requested to appro- 
priate $20,000 for a department of immi- 
gration: 

“The Greater Georgia movement owed 
its inception to the belief that there was 
room in Georgia for another million of 
peopie, and that the way to get them 
was to go after them in the same way 
that a well organized firm doubles the 
volume of its own busigegss. There is a 
new saying that publicity pulls; the 
science of advertising today has demon- 
strated that its greatest success is not 
as formerly in exploiting patent medicines 
but im keeping everlastingly before the 
people the great necessities of life. 

“The average citizen is on the lookout 
for these things, and that place that will 
better his surroundings, brighten his 
prospects and: broaden his opportunities, 
That is exactly what we have to offer. 
Then why is it not good business for 
Geofgia to conspicuously keep her flag 
flying, so that all people who are on the 
lookout for this golden opportunity may 
see {t from afar and come to our gates? 

“The people of Georgia seemed to ap- 
preciate that the movement was timely 
and evidently acceptable; for a little 
over a year ago 150 of its representative 
citizens gathered at our first meeting, 
the result of which was that thirty com- 
munities came actively into the assocla- 
tion, paying something over $10,000, 
the bulk of which we expended in ex- 
ploiting the resources of our state; and 
it is a fair presumption that more people 
heard of Georgia during the past twelve 
months than ever had before. 


Praise for Cooper. 


“The report of our able and efficient 
secretary, who is specially equipped for 
this work, gives fully all the details to 
date, and is earnestly commended to the 
careful consideration of the people of the 
whole state. 

‘‘Now, what of the future? It ig not 
deemed expedient to again make a can- 
vass of the state; nor do we believe that 
it is fair to make a limited number of 
public-spirited citizens personally stand 
the tax necessary to continue this work, 
and yet should it be abandoned? 

“A field that has been fertilized car- 
ries in its soil 40 per cent of the first 
investment, which is a basis for the next 
year. It would not be considered eco- 
nomical farming to discontinue fertilizing 
when all the science of agriculture proves 
it to be profitable, 

“Just so it has been the experience of 
all successful advertisers—that it pays 
when you keep it up. We should recom- 
mend that the people of Georgia, through 
their .various commercia] bodies, either 
in cities'or counties, shall petition thos 
emmediate members of the legislature, 
both for this year and the next, to favor 
an appropriation for a department of im- 
migration, 


Immigration for Georgia. 


“We would give it as our personal 
Opinion that the state of Georgia can 
spend profitably every year not less than 
$20,000 in this cause. Then if the sepa- 
Tate communities will each supplement 
this by individual efforts the result will 
be far beyond our most sanguine expec- 
tations, and I would venture the opinion 
that within five years there will be turned 
toward Georgia a tide of new people, a 
great lot of new industries and new cap- 
ital that will make Georgia’ what nature 
intended—‘the garden spot of the world.’ 

“The.great problem of labor for the 
production of the cotton crop will have 
then been solved, if you can double the 
white population sof Georgia that will 
quadruple the valfie of every acre in it. 

“To the members of the executive com- 
mittee, who have so cheerfully given of 
their time and substance, I desire to ex- 
press my personal thanks. The state 
owes them a debt of gratitude. To the 
public spirited citizens who have in the 
various communities given their support 
to us, we are likewise indebted, and to 
them we commend the future of the work 
we have begun, believing that if it is 
carried out along the lines above stated 
that there will come to us as a people 
such’ returns as will reward us amply 
for the enterprise and energy necessary 
to bring our movement to a successful 
conclusion.

In answering these re- 
quests for information concerning Geor- 
gia 31,125 pieces of literature have been 
distributed while thousands of personal 
letters have been written. 

As a result of this work hundréds of 
families have moved jnto Georgia from 
all sections of the country.

He Sells Them Various 
Spurious Medical Con- 
coctions, 


Columbus, Ga., May §.—(Spectal.j—A 
backwoods Georgia negro duping yankees 
by a ludicrously transparent device, reap- 
ing the coin from parties in New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania, Missouri and Arkan- 
6éas was the curious situation revealed by 
& remarkable case tried in the United 
States court here today. 

“Preeffsor Hy Jackson, A. M., Ph. D.,” 
a young negro from Morris, Quitman 
county, Georgia, was convicted of using 
the mails with intent to defraud and sen- 
tenced to thirteen months in the ¢ederal 
penitentiary in Atlanta and to pay a fine 
of $100. Jackson sent out circulars ad- 
vertising his “‘loadstone mystery,” a con- 
coction of black cat hairs, human hairs, 
human finger bones taken from a person 
who had been dead nine months, grave- 
yard dirt, whisky, ‘‘magic oll,” ‘‘magic 
loadstone,’’ etc. He claimed by rubbing 
this preparation on a $1 Dill it could be 


‘converted into a $10 bill for forty days; 


that by dressing the money “in pure 
loadstone’’ bank cashiers would accept it 
for twice Its actual value; that money 
so treated always returned to its owner; 
that a key ‘‘treated’’ with the magic oil 
could unlock any door or safe. 

It developed in the trfal today that 
Jackson had.made a good many sales of 
“magic loadstone” over the country, and 
various witnesses told how they had 
bought some of the oil and experimented 
with it. Among the witnesses were ‘‘Pro- 
fessor’’ J. Bmbra McMahal, Dtamond, 
Ark.; Grover Cleveland Ree@e, Mount 
Pleasant, Mo.; P. T. Williams, Grant 
City, Mo., and Ed Heintzman, Hoboken, 
NM.

Professor Yeates, State Geologist, 
Returns From St. Louis and 
Talks of the Fair. 

Professor W. S. Yeates, state geologiat 
of Georgia, returned yesterday from St. 
Louis, where he has been engaged in 
superintending the erection and placing 
of the Georgia exhibits of geology, min- 
eralogy and forestry. Professor Yeates. 
who has done so0 very much for the pro- 
moting of the wonderful resources of the 
State, says that he has looked over the 
exhibits from other states and is sure 
that every Georgia visitor will have oc- 
casion to feel pardonably proud of the 
wonderful versatility of minerals and 

building .materials from his own state. 

Over eighty big cubes of stone, each 
different from the others, will represent 
the. building resources of Georgia and 
these will be placed in the form of a 
large pyramid. All of the minerals, ores 
and geological specimens are scientifi- 
cally classified and so arranged as t9 
appeal to the unlearned as well. The 
entire exhibit will also be so placed as 
to illustrate the wonderful commercial 
values of the Georgia products to best 
advantage. : 

Professor Yeates says that the forestry 
exhibit is over a mile from the geological 
exhibit and as the intra-mural railway 
is not running as yet, he has had a great 
deal of athletic exercise in superinten]- 
ing the two exhibits. Different kinds of 
Georgia clay are now on their way to 
St. Louis and will also be displayed to 
illustrate the versatilitg of Georgia 
products. 

Professor Yeatts says that the St. 
Louis show is a great one and that won- 
ders have been accomplished during the 
past two weeks in every way. He will 
return in about ten days to St. Louis.

Politics and Judiciary! 

The press and public sentiment of 
the state as expressed through letters 
to the press are very much in earnest 
in demanding a change of method in 

It wanted only the’ last primary 
election to convince the good people 
of Georgia that their misgivings of the 


as'to the propriety of leaving the 
selection of judges to the popular elec- 
torate. . 

The result has been scandalous to 
the bench and humiliating to all 
Georgians who respect the dignity and 
integrity of the ermine. 

We have seen gentlemen who op- 
posed each other for judicial honors 
throw dignity and dignified politics 
to the winds, not scrupling to de- 
scend to the methods of the most ques- 
tionable type of “practical politics.” 
Following the last two primaries we 
have heard charges and_ counter- 
charges made by judicial candidates, 
which, if true on half the counts, pro- 
claimed them unworthy to fill the high 
post to which they aspired. 

These accusations, which have run 
the whole gamut of election corrup- 
tion, with the possible exception of 
the Indiana “blocks of five’ system, 
may have been, and, doubtless, were 
exaggerated to fit the magnitude of 
the candidate’s choler, but with all due 
allowance for such mental hyperbole, 
irregularities, to use fo harsher term, 
have been shown to have figured more 
or less in judicial elections in Geor- 
gia. 

An unseemly, rough and tumble 
scramble for the ermine inspires right- 
thinking citizens with disgust; a con- 
test of the knd in which downright 
corruption and fraud are resorted to at 
the polls thrills the whole body poli- 
tic with a sense of execration and 
alarm. 

The moral stigma of such an elec- 
tion cannot be magnified. Once let 
the bench wallow in the mire of poli- 
tics and it has lost all that makes it 
inviolable in the public estimation. 

We have heard much of recent years 
concerning the growing public disre- 
gard for law and order and disrespect 
for the courts. This lamentable ten- 
dency however much or little it ex- 
ists, must inevitably be increased by 
judicial aspirants laying themselves 
liable to the charge of political chi- 
canery and boodle practices in an ef- 
fort to debauch the electorate for the 
accomplishment of their official eleva- 
tion. Indeed, in time our judicial safe- 
guards of civil liberty would be broken 
down and justice made a hollow mock- 
ery. 

The people of Georgia respect their 
judiciary; they want to continue to re- 
spect it. In the opinion of many 
thoughtful citizens this cannot be done 
by leaving the choice of judges to a 
primary election. The reasons are ob- 
vious enough. It is all very well to 
talk about reforming the primary in 
this connction, but the reform in- 
volves too much of the reformation 
of human nature. 

What, then, shall we do? There are 
other methods open thd selection 
of judicial officers which are compar- 
atively free from the worst objections 
to the primary system. Shall we hesi- 
tate to adopt them because, perchance, 
they seem less iemocraticf We need 
not here enterinto an enumeration of 
what the other methods are. We have 
the other states of the union to study 
as models in this particular, and, hav- 
ing decided to try another plan, our 
care should be to select one that prom- 
ises the least objections. 

One thing is certain, our judges 
must be placed in a position removed 
from the mud and noisomeness of 
“practical politics.” 

The people of Georgia are fully 
awake to the emergency. They mean 
to preserve the good name and honor 
of the state’s judiciary.

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The Australian Ballot. | 

The need of an improved system of 
handling elections, that will surround 
the depositing of the ballots of regis- 
tered voters with greater safeguards 
and insure a fair expression of the 
people’s will, and an honest announce- 
ment of the verdict as revealed by the 
ballot box, has beén particularly im- 
pressed upon the people of Georgia by 
reason of various charges of corrupt 
methods and illegal persuasion having 
been used in some parts of the state 
in the recent primary. 

So long as men have ambitions and 
the desire to succeed, so long as voters 
can be coerced with influence or 
bought with material things or the 
promise of substantial returns, there 
will always be serious danger of un- 
fair maneuvers in political campaigns 
and improper influences’ will be 
brought to bear upon apathetic and in- 
different voters by eager partisans, 
until the time is reached when such 
safeguards wil] be thrown around the 
ballot box as will protect it from as- 
sault in as far as innate honesty and 
human ingenuity can accomplish its 
security. 

It is not to be understood that the 
irregularities sometimes occurring in 
our ward politics, and in case of iso- 
lated counties, are ag flagrant or dan- 
gerous in effect as the monstrous ini-

widespread evil if not corrected. 

Representative Kelly, of Glascock, 
introduced a bill in the present general 
assembly that had been before the 
house once before for discussion, pro- 
viding that the Australian ballot sys- 
tem be introduced and made the offi- 
cial plan of holding elections in every 
county in the state. Recent develop- 
ments have served to accentuate the 
importance and, indeed, the necessity 
ef such a uniform, fair and honest 
plan. This system has been in effect 
in Fulton county for a number of 
years, and has proven wonderfully po- 
tent in working an acceptable reform, 
and is now universally approved by otf- 
ficials, candidates and people. 

It may develop upon close investiga- 
tion that Dr. Kelly’s bill, in the form 
presented, may not be adaptable for 
all sections of the state, but it can be 
made to serve as the basis for a dis- 
cussion that should result in a uni- 
torm, fair and improved form of elec- 
tion management. 

Under the Australian ballot system, 
with its official ballot containing the 
names of all candidates to be voted 
for, a balfot stamped, numbered and 
deposited in the presence of sworn 
managers and clerks, after having been 
marked by the voter in the privacy of 
a voting booth, the element of fraud 
and coercion is largely removed, and 
each ballot cast is made an index of 
the intelligence and honesty of the in- 
dividual voter. When he goes into his 
booth, unassisted and unaccompanied, 
in the event he is able to read and 
understand his ‘ballot, there is proba- 
bly as great a degree of certainty as 
by any system that has yet been in- 
vented that a conscientious and un- 
trammeled ballot will be prepared. 

Naturally there were some to decry 
the efficacy of the plan adopted by 
Fulton, in common with progressive 
communities in other sections, but 
there are none now,who would return 
to former methods. 

When the legislature meets in June 
the matter of state ballot reform 
should receive its earnest considera- 
tion.

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A Start on the Canal. 

The day for which American com- 
merce has waited patiently and confi- 
dently is at hand and at last the 
United States government has as- 
sumed sovereignty over the strip 
of land through which will be 
dug the Panama canal. Three days 
ago the formalities incident to a trans- 
fer of the actual title -and property, 
occurred on the isthmus and the flag 
of Uncle Sam floats over the legation 
offices and those of the canal corpo- 
ration. 

So far as the French promoters and 
the French government are concerned 
their claims on the franchises and 
property have been settled, and hence- 
forward they. may be eliminated as 
factors in the situation. The United 
States treasurer has deposited the con- 
tract price of $40,000,000 with J. P. 
Morgan & Co., which latter firm will 
turn it over to the French claimants 
as soon as all the property involved 
has been delivered to the canal com- 
mission by the French officials in Pan- 
ama. Thus may the 4th of May, 1904, 
be set down as the birthday of the 
canal, under our supervision. 

From this time forward actual work 
on this vast undertaking, will be vig- 
orously prosecuted. The commission 
appointed by the president has full 
plenary powers with regard to all the 
details. Rear Admiral Walker, re- 


| tired, who is the chairman of the ¢m- 


mission, is a man of fine executive 
traits and his associates are men of 
seasoned judgment and experience. 
Captain Gillette, on whose shoulders 
will probably fall the bulk of the en- 
gineering work, is an officer who has 
time and again demonstrated his fit- 
ness for works of herculean propor- 
tions. He will be gratefully and en- 
thusiastically remembered .by Geor- 
gians for his capability in dealing with 
the complicated Savannah and Bruns- 
wick harbor improvements. 

~ No one need expect that the canal 
will be built in a short time. Nature, 
seemingly to draw the mettle of the 
nation who would break the backbone 
of the continent, has opposed her 
toughest obstacles in the shape cf 
mountains and rock deposits and tor- 
rents: over the narrow strip of land. 
The builders of the canal must bur- 
row under towering eminences, slice 
and blast away huge soil and rock 
impedimenta, turn the course of im- 
petuous mountain streams—all under 
a tropical sun and under climatic con- 
ditions which, at their brightest, never 
approach the auspicious. Indeed, so 
unsanitary is the canal tract, and so 
ghastly its record of lives taken, that 
ittis probable an entire year will have 
to be devoted to its thorough cleans- 
ing before the ditch-makers will get to 
work. 

The French concerns, nearly all of 
them of a bubbled, speculative nature, 
attempted to carry on the work ignor- 
ing the miasmatic jungle and the 
filth lying along the tract. The thou- 
sands of lives of both white and black 


There have. 
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sighted economy. 

The United States will, in addition, 
inaugurate its control under more to- 
ward auspices. The former attempts 
to construct the canal had money- 
making and extravagance and heed- 
lessness back of them. Bvery step 
taken by the federal officials will be 
deliberate, far-seeing and business- 
like. They will probably not pursue 
the ruinous DeLesseps idea of cutting 
a waterway sheer from ocean to ocean, 
but will use the cautious, intervening 
lock system—the one employed with 
such satisfying results on smaller arti- 
ficial routes in this country. Money 
will not be stinted in the realization of 
the enterprise, but it will be expended 
judiciously, and there will be no op- 
portunity for the numberless chimer- 
ical experiments with which the 
flighty French garnished their at- 
tempts. 

Americans who have this week seen 
the inception of this gigantic task, 
may rest assured that it will be the 
most portentous and decisive accom- 
plishment of the new century.

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Italian Labor in the South. 

The Birmingham Age-Herald takes 
decided issue with The Washington 
Post apropos of its assertion that no- 
body in the south wants the Italians 
on any terms, declaring that The Post 
“speaks without rhyme or reason.” 

Our Alabama contemporary per- 
haps speaks from experience, if not 
by the card, for there are 3,000 Italians 
in the Birmingham district, and they 
are said to be most satisfactory work- 
ingmen and, on the whole, very de- 
sirable citizens. The Age-Herald de- 
clares that double that number would 
be welcome in its neighborhood, and 
it don’t care a fig from what part of 
Italy they hail. The Post was espe- 
cially severe on the southern Italians 
and Sicilians. 

Says The Age-Herald: 

We are not waiting for Italians from 
Florence or the Alpine district. Southern 
Italians are good enough and the south 
considers them industrious, thrifty ana 
highly desirable. 

They could soon learn how to grow cot- 
ton and cotton growing would in their 
hands prove highly profitable. The cli- 
mate of the cotton sstates suits them ad- 
mirably, and instead of discouraging Ital- 
ian immigration the south invites it, and 
some of the cotton states are inviting it 
in an official manner. The Post writer 
has jived away from the south so long he 
nas lost clear conceptions of its needs 
and ambition. 


If the Italians will make a good 
cotton field hand, our Alabama con- 
temporary is right; we need him in 
our business. The great future prob- 
lem of this section—as, indeed, it is 
@ present. problem—is where to get 
adequate agricultural labor. The ne- 
gro is not furnishing it, and that sup- 
ply is constantly diminishing while 
the productive demand of the southern 
cotton fields increases. 

Perhaps we would do well to try 
the Italian.

Editor Constitution: Living in a dis- 
pensary town and having recently read 
in your columns Attorney heral Hart's 
opinion, that our dispensa re subject 
to ad valorem sfate and cqunty taxes, 
I desire space in your columns for a re- 
ply: 

I hold that the merchandise and build- 
ing of all dispensaries operated by coun- 
ties on municipal governments are not 
taxable with such a tax. 

Our constitution, section 2nd. (par. 2nd.) 
reads: ‘‘The general assembly may by 
law exempt from taxation all public 
property,—with this provision at the end 
of said section: ‘‘Provided the. property 
so exempt be not used for purposes of 
private or corporate profit or income.’’ 
The general assembly, code 762, ex- 
empts from taxation all public property, 
with the same constitutional provisor at 
the end of said section. 

In reviewing the statute our supreme 
court, Chief Justice Bleckley, 80, Ga., 163, 
says: “The terms ‘private or corpor- 
ate’ are employed in contradistinction to 
public. Public when production yields pub- 
lic income to the state, the county, the 
city or the town, But all other property 
enumerated is either private or corpor- 
ate, and if it yields income at all it. is 
either private or corporate incomes.” 

Public property is not taxed whether 
income be derived from it or not, but 
private or corporate property though it 
be connected with the external visible 
‘institution?’ is not exempt if used for 
income since the incomé from such prop- 
erty must by reason of its ownership be 
either private or corporate, these terms 
being comprehensive enough to include 
all incomes whatsoever, that is not pub- 
lic.” 90 Ga., 648, Justice Simmons used 
this language en this provision clause: 
“Private or corporate’ are employed in 
contradistinction to public. Public prop- 
erty is not taxed whether income be de- 
rived from it or not, 

Also Justice Little, 104, Ga., 299, and 
Justice Cobb. 113, Ga., 885, reviewing 
all former decisions hold with Justice 
Bleckley in the 80, Ga., 163, reiterated by 
Justice Simmons, 90 Ga., 648. 

So much for the law. After reading 
these interpretations of the law, I can 
not see how the gentleman can entertain 
any other idea, but that these dispen- 
sariecs must go untaxed, Our Pe oy i 
is owned by the public; operated by the 
public, and we certainly do not like the 
idea of being taxed any more than the

Southern’s Tax Returns. 

Colonel A. B. Andrews, of the South- 
ern Railway Company, called on Camp- 
trolier General W. A. Wright yesterday 
tu discuss with him the question of the 
Southern’s tax returns. The comptroller 
general has been desirous of securing 
an increase in the franchise tax returns 
of the Southern, which amount to a to- 
tal of $1,650,600, or about $1,788 per 
mile,

franchise tax return stand as it is, which 
was the amount fixed lagi year by the 
board of arbitration. <omptroller Gen- 
éral Wright: contends that the South- 
ern’s franchise is far more valuable 
than that, and he cites the fact that 
the franchise of the Atlantic Coast Line 
is returned at $3,800 per mile, or more

Claude Ashley, Wife and 
Babe Have Exciting 
Experience. 


A remarkable and most exciting runa- 
way occurred at Ponce de Leon Spring 
last Sunday afternoon. A woman and 
her babe were in the buggy while the 
husband and father clung to the horse's 
bridle, as he was dragged through the 
woods, never daring to let go for he 
knew the moment he did his wife and 
child would be at the mercy of the mad- 
dened animal, 

Claude L; Ashley, of 267 North Jack- 
son street, had taken his wife and infant 
child to Ponce de Leon for an afternoon 
drive. A stop was made at the spring 
to get water and Mr. Ashley alighted, 
while Mrs. Ashley and child remained in 
the buggy. A passing train on the South- 
ern railroad frightened the horse. Mr. 
Ashley sprang to the horse’s head and 
none too soon, for just as he seized the 
bridle the horse turned half round and 
ran into a clump of bushes. He had to 
Zo up an‘ incline and this kept him from 
running very fast. Mr. Ashley tugged 
and pulled at the bridle, but the horse 
could not be gotten under control. 

On through the woods, luckily escaping 
collision with any trees, the now thor- 
oughly frightened horse dashed. At times 
Mr. Ashley was able to keep on his feet, 
but often he was dragged several yards. 
His wife and: child were in the buggy 
and he knew their lives depended upon 
his keeping hold of the bridle. It was 
a frightful experience, but he says he 
never lost hig presence of mind and was 
determined that he would hold on until 
the horse was stopped. 

Mrs. Ashley was cool and did not lose 
her head. She placed the baby in the 
bottom of the buggy so it could not fall 
out and then braced herself to keep from 
being thrown from the buggy if there 
came a collision. 

All the while the remarkable scene was 
being witnessed by hundreds of people 
who stood fascinated at the m&n’s nérve 
and the woman's bravery, but who were 
unable to render assistance. Several 
times crowds of men and boys tried to 
rush in front of the wild horse, but this 
seemed only to frighten him .the more. 

At one time the horSe was brought to 
a standstill by Mr. Ashley, and the 
crowd thoughtlessly sent up a cheer. The 
horse quivering in every limb, immedi- 
ately started to run again and ran for 
fifty yards before he was stopped for the 
second time, The crowd wanted to ap- 
plaud but remained still until Mrs. Ash- 
ley and the baby were taken from the 
buggy and the horse quieted down. 

Mrs. Ashley was a trifle pale, but did 
not appear to be excited. The baby look- 
ed as if it had rather enjoyed the novel 
ride.

State Can Send More Troops

Sas had been increased to 1,500. This 
is over 200 more than the number first 
given, but the telegram also went on 
to say that another increase would prob- 
ably be allowed later, should Georgia de- 
siré to send a larger numberof men.

The military authorities are extremely 
anxious to know what these commands 
are going to do, as they must notify Gen- 
eral Corbin at once how many mén 
Georgia will desiré to send to these ma” 
neuvers. If thefe is an excess of the 
final quota allowed for : riod of two 
weeks the number will hate to be divided 
and some of them Will get a tour of 
oniy one week. 

These maneuvers, as The Constitution 
has gtated, will be held at Manassas, 
Va., beginning September 5, and will last 
for two weeks. There will be 15,000 
regular troops and 15,000 state troops 
engaged. A regular war campaign will 
be mapped out and the programme will 
be followed as closely ag possible,

An entire family, consisting of Mrs.

NO RECEIVER FOR 
BAXTER & CO. 


Judge Lumpkin Dismissed 
Bill Yesterday—Appeal 
| Is Taken, 


The application for a permanent re- 
ceiver for A. B. Baxter & Co. was dis- 
missed yesterday afternoon by Judge 
Lumpkin. It was shown by Attorney L. 
Z. Rosser, who represented the defend- 
ants, Baxter & Co., that the claimants 
in the application had been settled with 
in full, Attorney Burton Smith, repre- 
senting the original applicants, stated 


that he was ready to substitute other 
claimants than the clients in the original 
application, but Judge Lumpkin over- 
ruled him and decided to dismiss the 
application. 

Mr. Smith gave notice that he would 
carry the case jo the supreme court and 
asked for a supersedeas, which was 
granted in the order of the court. The 
order required the temporary receiver to 
keep all assets and books in his custody 
until the defendants, Baxter & Co., gave 
a bond of $3,900, fifteen days being al- 
lowed for the making and the filing of 
the bond. The plaintiffs in error were 
required to furnish a bond of $300 to 
Insure the defendants against loss through 
costs, attorneys’ fees, etc., should the 
case be finally decided in defendant's 
favor. If plaintiffs {fail to make this 
bond then the receiver shall turn ove 
at once all assets and books to defenda- 
ants. As soon as the $3,000 bond is 
made by defendants the temporary re- 
celver shall turn over all assets and 
books immediately. 

Tre application for a receiver was filed 
when Baxter & Co. suspended husiness 
some two or three months ago. Attorney 
B. H. Hill was made temporary receiver 
About two weeks ago the company set- 
tled with its creditors and customers anid 
an order was asked dismissing the ap- 
plication for a permanent receiver and 
diasolving the temporary receivership.

It is necessary to reply 
that no reports were printed last year 
and that none have been printed as yet 
this year. 

Last year no appropriation for the pur- 
pose was made by the finance committee 
and tis year $1,000 was appropriated. 
There appears to be no particular reason 
why the printing committee of this year 
has not acted. It will probably do so 
an the near future. 

In writing Captain Howell regarding the 
matter Miss Wallace sald: 

“Tl am trying to complete the set of 
city reports filed in our library and ask 
your assistance in securing the missing 
volumes. You will readily see the im- 
portance of having a complete file in the 
city library, as we are in receipt daily 
of inquiries concerning statistics of the 
city. I herewith submit a list of the re- 
ports now in the library and ask that you 
will supply as many of the missing num- 
bers as possible. 

“Tt also submit a list of the duplicate 
volumes in the library, which J] will be 
glad to exchange if needed to complete 


your files. 

‘T understand ‘fiat the report has not 
been printed for the past three years. If 
this is the case cannot some effort be 
made to have them printed this year, as 
it will be impossible to rectify the loss 
later on. I am sure you will understand 
my anxiety to secure these records as we 
are using every effort to preserve the 
data for future historians.

There were apparently 
but few ‘buyers. Sales, |!,225 bales, in- 
cluding 425 to arrive and 100 f.0.b. Prices 
advanced 1-8c. 

Futures opened steady with prices |! 
point up to 5 points down, following the 
lead of New York. Some little demand 
for July caused a strong recovery from 
the levels to which the prices had been 
eent at the opening. July first went off 
5 points from yesterday’s close to 13.92 
on rather free offerings and the recov- 
ery took it up to 14.09, or !7 points 
higher than the lowest level] of the morn- 
ing. Neither October or December went 
below the level of yesterday's close. The 
market was affected by no new features.

The New York Market. 


New York, May 5.—The cotton market 
opened steady at a decline of 5@/i2 points 
under liquidation and some selling by 
room brokers, following disappointing ca- 
bles and generally favorable early weath- 
er advices. At first there was some 
hesitation, but it soon developed that 
room shorts were covering, presumably 
as a result of the continued light move- 
ment and talk of a still further reduction 
in supplies as a result of ‘exports and a 
better demand from domestic spinners, 
while it also appeared that the more ag- 
gressive attitude assumed by leading 
southern operators recently was leading 
to apprehenSions as to fhe position of the 
summer months. At any rate, the mar- 
ket almost at once began to improve, 
led ‘by the old crop positions, Which were 
in demand by shorts and spot houses, 
and while the favorable weather ac- 
colnts naturally exerted a depressing ef- 
fect on the new crop positions, this was 
offset to some extent by further adverse 
crop accounts as a’ result of the less 
favorable climatic condition of the past 
few weeks. The very light estimates for 
the day's movement were reinforced as 
an influence, by light estimates for lead- 
ing points tomorrow and led to a belief 
in a very bullish into sight showing to- 
morrow. In addition to this very Dull- 
ish messages were received from New Or- 
leans with rumors of a corner in May 
position in that market, Dut While all 
these bullish items had their effect here 
they seemed rather to restrict selling 
than to greatly stimulate demats], so far 
as the old crop positiong were concerned.

COTTON—The tp-turn in July cotton 
today should be enough to keep any one 
from the short side of this market. It 
would not be hard for any one to gee that 
July mighf easily sag off, as it has been 
doing for weeks and get as low as 13 1-4 
or even !3c and then go up a cent in 
two days. When you have a cotton fam- 
ine on your hands it is not much of a 
time to be short of cotton. We cannot 
put too much weight on this. There is 
a short interest in the market here, and 
the first thing we know somebody will 
be buying July and sending the price up 
in leaps and bounds. It may not be a 
good time to invest in catton. We don't 
say it is, but this does not mean that 
it is a chance to gv short, and one that 
should not be missed. A great many 
are selling the new crop. We do not 
like to sell short when the crop is hard- 
ly out of the ground. We will begin the 
next cotton year with less cotton on 
hand than at any time since the civil war 
in all probability. This would be a fine 
condition to be short of cotton on should 
crop news turn poor. We may see a 
gradual and slow sag for some weeks

CAUSING BUYING. 
July Closed 3-4 to 7-8c Higher—Corn 
Is Up 3-8c and Oats Are Un- 
changed—Provisions Closed 
Unchanged to 7 1-2c 
Higher.

In Satie of continued favorable weath- 
er in the southwest a bulish feeling per- 
vaded the wheat market at the opening. 
Initial sales, however, were made at a 
trifle lower prices , than yesterday $ 
close, July being off a shade to 1-8@ 
i-4c at 84 3-8@84 |-2c. Early sentiment 
was largely dominated by the [illinois 
crop report, which was quite bullish. 
With favorable weather until hasvcst, it 
is believed, according to this report, 
the crop can not make much more than 
three-quarters of an average yield per 
acre. Under the influence of tuese figures 
there was an active general demand. 
Shorts were especially good buyers ol 
May. Toward the middle otf the session 
bull operators received tresh inspiration 
from the report of an expert who claim- 
ed that the wheat crop:of eight states 
east of the Rocky mountains would be 
decreased 60,000,000 bushels from that 
of a year ago.

Well Bros.’ Crop Letter. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 2.—The month 
of April has been a great disappoint- 
ment as far as seasonable weather is 
concerned. The cool spells during the 
first, middle and latter part of Apr‘l, 
coupled with the lack of moisture. have 
affected the early planted cotton adverse- 
ly. The cotton that is above ground looks 
sickly, and, in some places, is dying, ‘and 
bad stands are the consequence, while the 
seed that is in the ground its not germi- 
nating as it should. Thus we reach May 
! with the land in a high state of cultiva- 
tion, well prepared, but with the plant 
and planted cotton making a very late 
and uncertain start. which is entirely 
owing to the unpropitious weather condi- 
tions. Replanting will have to be re- 
sorted to in many § instances. Under 
resent circumstances the weather will 
ave a greater influence than ever on 
the earliness or leteness of the yield, as 
well as on the size of the yield. The 
weather during the month of May will, 
therefore, exert a ereater influence with 
usual. Warm weather, interspersed with 
occasional showers, will prove of ines. 
timable benefit to the present’ crop. 
Cool spells would retard the growth of 
the crop still further, while excessive 
rains would prove very detrimental, be- 
cause the weeds and grass would overtake 
the plant and with the present inadequa- 
cy of labor would cause a great deal of 
cotton land to be abandoned. The sum 
and substance of the situation does not 
foreshadow a very early yield at best.

The size of the yield, conditions hereafter 
will regulate. From thirty-nine counties 
in Georgia and forty-four counties in Al- 
abama,. from which we have thus far 
heard, the average increase in acreage is 
6 1-3 per cent. The counties comprise the 
middle ang southern portions of these two 
states, and planting in these counties has 
practically been completed. We expect 
to complete our canvass of both states 
about May 15. We estimate the increase 
of fertilizer used at about I21-2 per 
cent, 

The demand for spot cotton from Eu- 
rope has been very good, while the de- 
mand from American’ spinners, both 
southern and eastern, has been very 
slack. The latter are only buying where 
they actually and immediately need the 
cotton. The goods market is not In a 
healthy state, and makes spinness cau- 
tious as to laying in a supply. 

Retail and wholesale trade in the south- 
ern states, during the month of April. 
has not been very good on account of 
unseasonable weather, and this, fn the 
face of the fact that’ this portion of the 
T'nited States is more prosperous than at 
any time since the elvil war. If th‘'s 
same condition exists In other portions 
we may. in a short time, when the 
weather becomes seasonable, see goods in 
good demand, and possibly see some ad- 
vance in the manufactured article, be- 
cause retallers and wholesalers are only 
stocked for immediate wants, and in spite 
of this fact buy only from hand to 
mouth. The curtailing of consumption 
of the raw material by spinners means 
a curtailed output of manufactured goods, 
but this potent and stubborn fact 1s lost 
sight of by our best jobbers and deal- 
ers; conservatism reigns supreme,

COTTON—Favorable weather news and 
lower Liverpool cables caused an easy 
opening in the cotton market this morn- 
ing. prices being from 5 to 12 points 
lower. There was not much activity, but 
prices held strong at the decline and 
showed a tendency to advance in the 
absence of selling orders.
